GROWING MINIATURE, DWARF, LIVING TREES 
The rewards obtained from growing Dwarfed Trees will more than pay for the time, the 
care and patience necessary to grow them successfully, because if you love trees, you 
will gain much knowledge of nature and become attached to your work. As a tree is a 
living thing and grows into a specimen which will be admired by all. All kinds of’ 
trees can be dwarfed, Evergreens, Maples, Oaks, etc., for miniature landscape, fruit trees 
such as Cherries, Apricots, Grapes, etc., which will actually bear fruit on your table or 
window. 


Dwarfing trees is not a new art as the Japanese have developed this method several 
hundred years ago, This method was called Tuskuriinono by the Japanese. It was at 
first used only on pine and then tried on other trees later, withsuccess. Many call these 
trees Ming trees, One of the main objects of growing these, by the Japanese, was to 
have a miniature landscape on limited space. Many specimens in nurseries in Japan 
are handed down from one generation to another and many of these trees are very val- 
uable. This method was kept a secret by growers till about 1860, when the fad was 
brought to Europe, now since the hobby has been taken up by our nature lovers in this 
country it is no secret and many fine specimens are to be found among growers and 
collectors. 


The method consists of continual pruning of the roots combined with cutting of the 

branches to induce more compact foliage and to prevent the loss of too much moisture, 
As these are grown in pots, pans, etc., roots are pruned to suit room and size of planter. 
Training of tops is also important, Following will give you steps to follow: (Two ways 
to start). First method is by seed. Seed is planted in pots, veneer bands or suitable 
containers, When 2 inches and larger transplant to pots, pans, etc. Second and best 

method is obtaining started trees. This method savesmuch time in developing specimen 
trees. Upon obtaining trees, root prune to suit container to be used and plant. Water 
well every day till established. A little Transplantone or Harmodin powder dusted on 
roots helps to establish quicker. Then prune top to where desired. 


We list seed and trees. When trees are ordered from us they are selected and all pot 
grown, therefore less root pruning is necessary. We recommend planting seed when 
only species are wanted of which young stock is not available or where large quantities 
of one species is wanted. The Japanese usually all started with selected seedlings from 
nurseries or collected in wild. 


SOIL AND POTTING FEEDING 

As these trees are usually grown in limited soil, this soil must be good enough to hold 
moisture, also porous to admit air. Different species require a little different soil, but 
we will give here a mixture suited for most trees and evergreens, One part leafmold, 
oak or maple. Two parts good garden soil. One part well composted steer manure. 
One part sharp sand. Most planters have a drain hole in bottom, but if you prefer to 
plant in pans without this, place a little charcoal in bottom to keep soil sweet. Water 
only when soil appears dry on top. Planters with hole in bottom, place in pan of water 
and leave till all soil absorbs water. Repot trees once every year and wash out all old 
soil and replace with fresh soil. Feed your trees when in active growing, about once 
every two to four weeks, with a liquid fertilizer, we recommend Hyponex. Also feed 
once every two months, with a liquid manure. To get this, soak granulated steer manure 
in water, then water only with the water. 


ROOT PRUNING AND TRAINING 
As these trees are grown in limited space and tops are to be 
desirable dwarf, root pruning is necessary to suit your planter 
and still leave enough to support tree. If any large tap or 
coarse roots are to be removed on young trees, treat with a 
little Rootone by dipping in this powder, Long tap roots on 
older trees are best pruned by the strangling method, this is 
done by tying fine wire tight around root where desired and 
then pot up. In a few weeks replant and remove the tap as 


new roots will be started above the wire. 


Where tops are pruned cut new leaf buds to form compact leaf clusters. In pines etc., 
wait till new buds develop to look like small candles, then pinch back, half to three- 


quarters back. 


To train branches in desired positions, bend and hold in place with stiff wire till estab- 
lished in desired position. Trunks and branches can be twisted and bent in any position 
to get the desired aged and rugged appearance wanted in these trees. By using sharp 
knife the bark can be slit and girdled several ways to get aged appearance of bark. 
Many introduce insects such as ants, etc., to girdle trunk for short time by placing honey 


or syrup on trunk, 


To train roots over rocks, exposed, select a long root and place over rock, porous rocks 
preferred, letting end come in contact with soil. Cover for some time with moss or 


soil, when growing remove gradually where root is to be exposed. 


When you want to grow a tree to appear as growing out of solid rock, as we see in the 
mountains, take a rock large enough to suit and hollow out to size to accomodate 
enough soil to hold roots and plant as in other containers. Place rock in container of 
about one to two inches of water, rock absorbs enough water to keep tree growing well 
and healthy. We prefer this method where daily attention cannot be given to them. In 
sheltered place they will need no attention for a week or more. 


PLANTERS USED 
For starting seed we recommend veneer bands placed in flat or small clay pots. Also 
for growing for the first season many types of planters can be used, from deep pots and 
planters or shallow dish planters, also redwood boxes or cypress trays and the natural 
porous rock planters, For large specimens we recommend redwood or cypress tubs as 


palms are grown in. 


KIND OF TREES RECOMMENDED AND HANDLING 
The pines or junipers and broadleaf evergreens are always green and are well suited for 
dwarf culture. The maples, oaks, flowering cherries and others will shed their leaves 
as they do in nature, but some very beautiful specimens can be created with these trees. 
As trees must have their natural rest and dormant period, keep them as near to their 
natural surroundings as possible, letting them get frost in fall to get them ready for 
their next seasons life span. When kept outside, watch them, so as not to let them dry 
out too severely at any time. If you must leave your trees without care it is well to 
plunge planters in garden or moss and give good watering, they can survive a long time 
in this way without attention. We recommend building lath house toprotect from wind 
and hot sun, unless you have enough natural windbreak or shade when keeping trees 


outside. In house give same attention as you would to any house plant, all trees prefer 
sun and must get some in house culture, we recommend placing in east orsouth window. 


Enclosed with this book is a pruning, planting and training chart which you can follow.

CARE AND FEEDING OF THE PARRAKEET 


The Parrakeet is also known as the Budgeriger or Budgie. Although the Parrakeet is 
primarily a seed eater, being a native of the grasslands and desert of Australia, in his 
natural surroundings he also finds supplies of minerals, greens, fruits and occasionally 
a larva and insect. A Parrakeet requires little water but must have a fresh supply at all 
times. Feed a good Parrakeet seed Mixture supplied by your dealer, this Mixture is pre- 
pared by people knowing which seed are best and needed by the birds. 


Always keep a fresh cuttlebone for the calcium needed and a little gravel and grit. 


Feed daily a treet cup of parrakeet treet or parrakeet condition food for the balanced 
diet of animal protein, vitamins, minerals and supplement of green feeds. The easiest 
- method to supply your bird with the essential vitamins, grit, gravel minerals, cuttle- 

bone is by keeping a mineral block called VITA MINERAL BLOX, available at your 
dealers. They contain the proper amounts of trace minerals, lime, bonemeal, salt, 

alfalfa meal, sand, grit, clam shell, cuttlebone, iron, sulphur and charcoal. Your bird 
will take just enough of these as needed, also helps to keep his beek trim. 


A little ripe banana, apple, clover, dandelion, carrot is good for your bird occasionally. 
A little wheat bread dipped in milk will also be enjoyed by your bird. 


Select a roomy cage in order to enable him to move about freely. A little bell, mirror, 
marble or ping-pong ball are toys a Parrakeet enjoys. 


Don’t be alarmed if your bird acts dull and drowsy when you first bring him home. It 
takes a while for him to get accustomed to new surroundings. Avoid loud noises or 
quick moves, at first, as this frightens your bird. But, before long your bird will be 
settled and be his friendly, playful self. 


A Parrakeet, being a hardy bird, can take low temperature and can very from 70 down 


to 40 degrees, but keep out of direct drafts.

Gardening is easy. The beauty of it is that you can do the job on as small or large a 
scale as you like, from a flower pot to a park, You can adopt gardening to suit your 

own liking, as a hobby, or a business, or combined. Many gardening hobbies grow into 
fine businesses. Small sun porches, ets., are often diverted intoa fine propigation room 
for house plants which are readily sold. Many herb gardens become a cottage business, 
as there is always a demand for fresh herbs once the public finds out about them.

About insecticides, we use N N OR freely on African Violets and all tender plants for 
at’ insects. Red Arrow is also very effective. 


Try dampening a soft cloth in sour milk and wiping off foliage on plants. This cleans 
and gives foliage a healthy look. 


Attract small birds to your garden by setting up a few bird houses and feeding stations, 
they will repay you several times over in destroying insects, 


Geraniums like small pots and a poor soil. Keep on dry side before blooming. Ferns 
and palms respond well by being fed a little dried blood meal bone. Feed blood meal 
to Begonias and Violets. 


A little Hyponex to the lily pool makes all water plants respond. 
Plant water lillies in rich soil mostly composed of cow manure and sand, 


A flagstone walk with Thyme planted along it is attractive and fragrant when walked 
upon. 


Plant mints in sunken tin tubs, ets., with bottoms out and about two inches above soil 
line, This keeps them in bounds. 


One part cinders, one part sawdust, two parts rich garden soil makes a good poreous 
potting soil for African Violets, Gloxianas and Begonias.
